In reply to your letter of May 2 we wish to 
advise that in August of 1909 the Boston Post forwarded 
to the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen in various 
towns in New England a gold-headed ebony cane with the 
request that they present these canes to the oldest 
male citizen in their respective towns with the com- 
pliments of the Boston Post, 


The idea was that these canes should be held 
by the oldest male citizen. In case of the decease of 
the first holder of the cane it was to be transmitted to 
the then oldest citizen, and so on. 


When the canes were awarded to the various 
towns in 1909, no provision was made for replacing any 
that might have become lost after the original presenta- 
tion. We are sorry that we do not have another to give 
you but if for some reason or other one should be re- 
turned to us, we will be pleased to forward it to you. 
It may be possible that the selectmen's records may show 
who has held the cane since 1909, 


We hope that the cane can be located as un- 
doubtedly the present oldest male citizen is desirous 
of receiving it.
